Mary Poppins”, even though set in 
l ondon, was filmed on sound stages at 
thf Disney Studio in Burbank, CA. In 
order to control the elements, even the 
outdoor street scenes were constructed 
on the sound stages. 

Was Figaro in “Pinocchio” the first 
cat in a major role in a Disney film?

Actually there were two earlier cats 
who had fairly major roles. In Walt 
Disney's early silent Alice Comedies, the 
co star with Alice was an animated cat 
named Julius. The other cat was the 
villain. Peg Leg Pete, who, though a 
nemesis of Mickey Mouse, had originally 
made his debut in one of the Alice 
Comedies a few years before Mickey’s 


Didn’t Mickey Mouse appear in 
MGM’s “The Hollywood Party” in 
1934, and wouldn’t that have been his 
first color appearance rather than in 
“The Band Concert” (1935)?

While there is a color Disney cartoon 
— “The Hot Chocolate Soldier” —in the 
middle of MGM’s black-and-white 
feature, Mickey Mouse is not in the color 
segment. He appears in black and white 
with Jimmy Durante in a segment 
introducing the cartoon. 

Why are different boys’ voices used 
as the voice of Christopher Robin in 
“The Many Adventures of Winnie The 
Pooh”?

The Disney Winnie the Pooh films 
were made over a period of many years, 
from 1966 to 1974. Boys’ voices change, 
so it was not possible to continue using 
the same voice for each film. The three 
Pooh featurettes were not originally 
meant to be seen at the same time. 

Did Walt Disney travel to all of the 
areas where the True-Life Adventures 
were filmed?

Walt Disney relied on individual 
nature photographers to provide him 
with the film footage he needed for the 
True-Life Adventures. While Walt did 
not travel to the sites himself, he was 
very interested in personally screening 
all of the film footage that the photog¬ 
raphers sent back.

• Richard Fleischer, who directed “20,000

famous father was Max Fleischer, who 
created the “Out Of The Inkwell,” “Betty 
Boop,” and “Popeye The Sailor” 
cartoons and the animated feature, 
“Gulliver’s Travels.”

Guests 
loved the opportunity to tour Captain 
Nemo’s ship and the “temporary” 
exhibit remained at Disneyland 
entertaining visitors for 11 years. 

• “Lady and The Tramp” was the first 
Disney animated feature which was 
extensively promoted prior to its 
release on Walt’s new television series. 
The promo shows were excellent 
entertainment in their own right- 
witness “A Story of Dogs” on The Disney 
Channel’s “The Best of Walt Disney 
Presents” on November 20.

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Walt Disney’s Musical Masterpiece 
Sparkles With Academy Award-Winning Special Effects 


Film is the art of illusion, a technical 
slight of hand that transports audiences 
from darkened theaters to another time or 
place. In “Mary Poppins,” which airs begin¬ 
ning November 22 at 6:30 p.m. on The Dis¬ 
ney Channel, subscribers can witness one 
of the pinnacles of such movie magic. 
“Mary Poppins” is a film which, like Mary 
Poppins herself, is so “practically perfect” 
it garnered 13 Academy Award nominations 
and won five Oscars. 

Even today, when computer-generated 
special effects are commonplace, “Mary 
Poppins” remains a landmark in film his¬ 
tory. Its stunning special effects and anima¬ 
tion so perfectly match the charming story 
that viewers cease to recognize animation 
or live-action or special effects: they’re sim¬ 
ply watching movie magic. 

Nowhere is that more clearly demon¬ 
strated than in the startling Jolly Holiday 
sequence. In the film, Mary Poppins (Julie 
Andrews in her Academy Award-winning 
role) takes her two young charges on a 
stroll to the park. There they meet the irre¬ 
pressible Bert (Dick Van Dyke), who at the 
moment is a sidewalk artist. In a flash the 
four step through his chalk-drawn picture 
on the pavement and are off for a frolic 


through the glories of the English coun¬ 
tryside. In one fell swoop reality vanishes 
as Mary Poppins, Bert and the children 
cavort and sing and dance with a variety of 
stunning animated characters. 

In the sequence’s most breath-taking 
moment, the group goes for a ride on a ca¬ 
rousel—and the horses break free from the 
merry-go-round to race gaily over hill and 
dale, even taking part in a fox hunt. At the 
end of this exquisite fantasy, cartoon rains 
wash the chalk-drawn picture away, leaving 
the happy four back in the London park. 
The sequence’s power and beauty lies in its 
dramatic unity. It is little wonder that one of 
the five “Mary Poppins” Oscars was for 
“Best Visual Effects.” 

Of course, creating such then-state of the 
art effects was a Herculean task, as Julie 
Andrews well remembers. 

“It was the ‘Spoonful of Sugar’ number,” 
Andrews recalls. “Walt visualized the 
scene. He wanted a robin to perch on my 
finger and chirp while I sang. So he had 
them make an Audio-Animatronics bird. 

“There were yards of control wires 
which I had to wear under my costume and 
down my sleeve. By the time I was rigged 
up, with the robin taped to my hand, I was 


carrying more circuitry than an Apple II. 
And then, while a crew animated the bird, I 
had to sing to a playback synchronized for 
twitters.” 

The success of “Mary Poppins” can’t just 
be laid to the film’s special effects. Julie 
Andrews’ and Dick Van Dyke’s perfor¬ 
mances are tours de force. The music of the 
Sherman Brothers (it was the first musical 
feature film score they’d written) ranges 
from exuberant music-hall ditties to the 
haunting ballad “Chim Chim Cher-ee.” 
“Mary Poppins” is that rare movie where 
every element is in harmony. 

Of course, every film has its detractors. 
In this case it was Mrs. P. L. Travers, the 
author of the “Mary Poppins” stories. 

“How on earth could you let that Dick 
Van Dyke play a cockney?” she demanded 
of Walt Disney after the world premiere of 
“Mary Poppins.” ‘And I just hate that dance 
number with those ghastly cartoon figures. 
You have to cut them out, Mr. Disney. When 
do we start editing?” 

Walt knew “Mary Poppins” was a smash 
hit. “Wait until youVe seen it again and read 
the notices,” he calmly told Mrs. Travers. 
“You’ll just love it.” 

And she did. V 
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et against the 
soaring and savage splendors of the rugged 
American West, “Down the Long Hills” is 
novelist Louis L’Amour’s story of the strug¬ 
gle to survive in a hostile wilderness. This 
magnificent tale, which has entertained 
over 2 million enthusiastic readers, now 
comes to television as a Disney Channel 
Premiere Film presentation. Beginning 
November 15 at 7:00 p.m., subscribers can 
relive those adventuresome times on the 
wild frontier. 

Filmed on location in and around Utah’s 
mile-high Heber Valley, “Down the Long 
Hills” recalls the scope and beauty of such 
classic Westerns as the masterpieces of 
John Ford and Howard Hawks. The film was 
directed by veteran Burt Kennedy (“Sup¬ 
port Your Local Sheriff!”), who from the be¬ 
ginning of the project strived to capture the 
panoramic vistas of L’Amour’s novel. 

“ ‘Down the Long Hills’ is a ‘big sky* West¬ 
ern,” Kennedy explains. “It’s not about cow- 
towns. It’s vast open spaces, not a smoky 
saloon. And we photographed it that way.” 
The result is a made-for-TV movie whose 
unparalleled scenic beauty is a perfect 
match for an action-packed plot. 

“Down the Long Hills” opens on an idyllic 
note: a wagon train is encamped in a peace¬ 
ful meadow. Traveling with the troupe is 
young Hardy Collins (portrayed by Thomas 
Wilson Brown), who is on his way to Fort 
Bridger to meet his father Scott (Bruce 
Boxleitner), a horse and mule breaker for 
the Army. Hardy’s companions are the 
Powells, whose young daughter Betty Sue 
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(five-year-old Lisa MacFarlane in her screen 
debut) has become Hardy’s shadow. Also 
accompanying the group is Big Red, the 
magnificent sorrel stallion that only Hardy 
and his father can handle. 

But this quiet interlude is soon shattered 
by two mysterious cowboys who trade 
some horses for provisions. Later that eve¬ 
ning. the stage is set for tragedy when a war 
party of fierce Comanche Indians, in pur¬ 
suit of their stolen horses, descends on the 
wagon train. Only Hardy, Betty Sue, and Big 
Red survive the bloody massacre, leaving 
them to make it on their own to Ft. Bridger. 
Pitted against them are the marauding Co¬ 
manche, the two murderous horse-thiev¬ 
ing cowboys, and the very wilderness itself. 

It’s the beginning of a grand —and dan¬ 
gerous-adventure. As the two children 
struggle to survive, Hardy’s father Scott and 
his mountainman friend Squires (Jack 
Elam) set off in a desperate search to find 
the children before disaster strikes. 

Boxleitner, who is currently starring in 
the CBS series “Scarecrow and Mrs. King,” 
has long been a fan of classic Hollywood 
Westerns. Subscribers may remember him 
from the series “How the West Was Won,” 
which marked his first major role. 

Elam, who accompanies Boxleitner in 
his odyssey across the rugged frontier, is a 
veteran character actor. Originally an ac¬ 
countant for a major Hollywood studio, 
Elam turned to acting in the late 1950s, be¬ 
coming one of Hollywood’s favorite per¬ 
formers. As Squires, Scott Hardy’s friend, 
Elam creates a convincing portrait of a 
crusty mountainman who is so old he can’t 
remember his age. 

“That old pro Jack Elam came through as 
always, despite being plagued by a bad 
back,” Director Kennedy recalls. “But Jack 
made me pay my dues —in the poker 
games he organized every Saturday night.” 

Of course, trying to capture L’Amour’s 
epic tale and the beauty of Utah’s mountain 
country can prove as great a trial for film¬ 
makers as the ordeal experienced by the 
two children in the movie. On location the 
cast and crew braved late seasonal snow 
storms (necessary for the shoot) and ram¬ 
paging floods. The terrain even dictated the 
manner of filming. 

“We got our long shots either before 
10:00 a.m. or after 4:30 p.m.,” observes 
cinematographer Reed Smoot. “You have to 
do that in that part of the country. Other¬ 
wise the bright sun flattens the images. The 
trick is to shoot quickly to take advantage 
of the light at certain times.” 

With its magnificent scenery and its stir¬ 
ring tale of adventure and survival, “Down 
the Long Hills” is reminiscent of the master¬ 
ful Westerns of Hollywood’s golden age. 
Louis L’Amour’s vision of the West, a vision 
inspired by his familiarity with the history 
of America’s Western experience, is cap¬ 
tured in all its glory. Now subscribers can 
relive those far-off days with this thrilling 
Disney Channel Premiere Film. V

“The Fantasy Film Worlds of George Pal” on 
Saturday, November 1 at 9:00 p.m. (Eastern/ 
Pacific time). This 90-minute documentary, 
which chronicles the early years of the late 
Pal’s life and focuses on 
the zenith of his career, is 
the centerpiece of The 
Disney Channel’s Fantasy 
Film Festival. Included in 
“The Fantasy Film Worlds 
of George Pal” are clips 
from Pal’s films and Pup- 
petoon shorts, inter¬ 
views with Pal (who died 
in 1980), and reminis¬ 
cences from the likes of 
Charlton Heston, Janet 
Leigh, Tony Curtis, writer 
Ray Bradbury, and Gene 
Roddenberry, the creator 
of “Star Trek.” 

Produced, directed, 
and written by Arnold 
Leibovit, “The Fantasy 
Film Worlds of George 
Pal” received the 1986 
Golden Eagle Award from 
CINE, the Council for In¬ 
ternational Non-Theatri¬ 
cal Events. An even 
greater honor was be¬ 
stowed upon the film this 
past August, when it was 
selected by the Academy 
of Motion Pictures Arts 
and Sciences as the cen¬ 
terpiece of its fifth an¬ 
nual George Pal Lecture 
on Fantasy in Film. The 


lecture series was established by the Acad¬ 
emy to commemorate George Pal’s contri¬ 
bution to the arts and sciences of motion 
pictures. 

This superb documentary begins with 
Pal’s birth into a Hungarian theatrical fam¬ 
ily. Despising the stage, Pal’s interest 
quickly turned to film and animation. But 
the rising tide of Nazi Germany pushed Pal 
to move to Holland, where he created his 
revolutionary short, “Ship of the Ether.” As 
World War II loomed on the horizon, Pal re¬ 
alized an old dream and headed to the U.S. 
for Hollywood. 

It was there that Pal was to profoundly 
influence the movie industry and shape the 
imaginations of a later generation of film¬ 
makers. Working at Paramount, Pal applied 
his experience in animation to create a 
beautiful series of musical short subjects. 
“George Pal’s Puppetoons” utilized meticu¬ 
lously carved wooden puppets and stop- 
action photography to create three-dimen¬ 
sional animation the likes of which had 


never been seen before. Puppets gracefully 
twirl and swoop in a ballroom to the strains 
of a Strauss waltz. The Puppetoons earned 
Pal an Academy Award — the first of five in 
his career. 

In the ’50s Pal turned to live-action films 
as a producer (as did his friend Walt Dis¬ 
ney). It was in this decade that Pal’s work 
was to reach its mature power. His first film, 
“Destination Moon,” was a “futuristic docu¬ 
mentary” chronicling man’s exploration of 
Earth’s nearest neighbor. 

As veteran director Robert Wise observes 
in the documentary, ‘“Destination Moon’ 
was a major turning point in film history.” 

Pal turned out hit after hit in this produc¬ 
tive decade. “Destination Moon” was fol¬ 
lowed by the frightening vision of “War of 
the Worlds” and “The Time Machine.” But 
there was a warm and gentle side to this 
artist as well. Today Pal is also honored for 
the beautiful and charming fantasies “Tom 
Thumb,” “The Brothers Grimm,” and “The 
Seven Faces of Dr. Lao.” 

It is this period that 
provides the scope of 
“The Fantasy Film Worlds 
of George Pal.” The docu¬ 
mentary gains depth 
through the portrait of a 
sensitive artist — a pic¬ 
ture of a man whose cre¬ 
ative talents never ran 
roughshod over his hu¬ 
manity. This stunning 
documentary, with its 
star reminiscences and 
lavish film clips, is a mo¬ 
saic that adds up to a 
moving portrait of a cre¬ 
ative genius. V

Sarah Jessica Parker, who was in the 
movie “Footloose,” plays Suzanne Hender¬ 
son, a New York City teenager who is ob¬ 
sessed with Princess Diana and the Royal 
Family. When Suzanne’s family moves to a 
deserted island off Canada, she rebels. 
Later, in an odd turn of events, she becomes 
royalty herself—almost. 

Animated music videos, “DTV”s, add a 
Disney beat to KidScene. And for a touch of 
truly zany humor, we’ll be adding an ani¬ 
mated talk show in the months ahead, 
“Telecat.”

uring the Sixties, The Lovin’ 
Spoonful was one of the top rock 
bands around. But that was 20 
years ago. As the Sixties became history, so 
did The Lovin’ Spoonful. “It ran its course,” 
says John Sebastian, a founder of the band. 
Most of the other players went into other 
fields. 

“But I was in music for a lifetime,” Sebas¬ 
tian says. Since the band’s breakup in ’68, 
he has been on his own. Today he is a 
singer, songwriter, arranger, accompanist, 
film-scorer, entertainer—and dad. Lovin’ 
Spoonful fans from the Sixties are now 
parents who bring children of their own to 
John Sebastian concerts. 

This fall John Sebastian and The Disney 
Channel have joined forces to bring 
viewers the sort of upbeat family-style con¬ 
certs for which he’s now known. Early in 
October, parents and children sang along 
with Sebastian at the Disney Channel live 


“Music was tremendously alluring at the 
time The Spoonful began in 1965. Many 
people got into music who weren’t com¬ 
fortable in it for the long run.

Other members weren’t 
so strongly motivated, so we finally 
disbanded. 

“During the Seventies I found it very ex¬ 
citing to be on my own, and to work with 
old friends I’d known before The Spoonful. 
Many of them had become well known, or 
well established studio musicians—people 
such as Dallas Taylor and Stephen Stills. All 
of the members of Crosby, Stills and Nash 
helped in one way or another—singing on 
some of my records or playing a little guitar 
here and there.”

concert in celebration of Walt Disney

at 8:00 p.m. (EST/PST) Sebastian returns to 
The Disney Channel as the star of his own 
lively one-hour musical special, “What a 
Day For a Daydream.” 

Accompanying Sebastian is the rock 
group NRBQ (New Rhythm and Blues 
Quartet), who play the Spoonful favorites 
with just the right flavor, according to 
Sebastian. Also on hand for big sound and 
comic flair is San Francisco’s celebrated 
Brass Band: highly talented musicians with 
a zany clown style, who made their debut 
on The Disney Channel’s “New Vaude- 
villians” in September. But it’s Sebastian’s 
warm easy-going manner that warms kids’ 
hearts—and parents’ hearts, too. 

Sebastian recently talked with The Dis¬ 
ney Channel Magazine about the course of 
his musical career: About The Lovin’ 
Spoonful and what he’s done since then. He 
talked about his personal life, too, and his 
interest in children. 

“The Spoonful was never a psychedelic 
group,” Sebastian points out. “We just con¬ 
centrated on writing popular tunes for AM 
radio, with no apologies. We weren’t trying 
to make a political statement or create 
much of an atmosphere by the way we 
dressed or presented ourselves. The music 
was the core of the matter. 


For a Daydream.” Sebastian also sings his 
1976 hit, “Welcome Back,” the theme song 
from the TV series “Welcome Back Kotter,” 
as well as his hit tunes from animated films 
for kids such as “The Care Bears Movie,” 
and “Strawberry Shortcake’s Housewarm¬ 
ing Surprise.” 

“I’ve always been comfortable with chil¬ 
dren,” Sebastian says. “I worked as a coun¬ 
selor in summer camps. My wife and I are 
raising two sons, a 14-year-old and a six- 
month-old, and our house is a kind of 
check-in spot for neighborhood kids. When 
our oldest son was in elementary school, I 
was a volunteer stagehand for classroom 
plays. I helped the kids build Copenhagen 
out of discarded refrigerator cartons for a 
show about Hans Christian Andersen. 

“My professional life is somewhat irregu¬ 
lar, compared to other fathers, in that I do 
not go away for the major portion of the day 
and return in the evening. When I’m gone, 
I’m gone for 24 hours. I play about a hun¬ 
dred concert dates a year. But when I’m 
home, I’m there for 24 hours. I think that 
has given me a leg up in the parenting pro¬ 
cess. I think it’s healthy for a youngster to 
observe his parents at work, seeing how 
they earn their living. My oldest son sees 
me composing, playing the same 16 bars for 
an hour and a half, and then a few days later 
hears a song starting to materialize.” V

In a recent Disney Channel interview 
with Stacy, she responded to both ques¬ 
tions with a big “Yes, it is fun and I like 
it a lot!’

She has been one of 
the five principal members of “Kids In¬ 
corporated” since it began three years 
ago. During that time she has also done 
14 television specials, more than 30 TV 
commercials, and made hundreds of per¬ 
sonal appearances. And sometimes she 
has only been heard: she was the voice 
of Sally in several Charlie Brown specials. 

Stacy describes herself as sort of a 
tomboy. She likes soccer, baseball and 
basketball. And during the summer she 


swam every day. In her free time at home, 
which she doesn’t get much of, she 
mainly rides her skateboard or bike, or 
goes to the mall. She says: “I try to get 
away from show business as much as 
possible when I’m not working.” 

Does she have a best friend? “I have 
lots of best friends,” she answers. “I like 
people with a sense of humor and that 
aren’t snobby.”

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HARD WARE IS THE NUTS AND | 
BOLTS □ F HOME COMPUTERS 


In our last magazine we talked briefly 
about computei hardware and soft¬ 
ware. Software are computer programs 
that tell your machine what to do. Hard¬ 
ware is the actual machine itself. To 
take a closer look at hardware, let’s 
watch Mickey operate his computer. 

Most home or micro computers (micro 
means small) have a keyboard— just 
like a typewriter. The keyboard allows 
Mickey to enter information into the 
computer in the form of numbers and 
letters. When Mickey uses the keyboard 
in this manner it’s called inputting his 
information—or data as it’s called. 

After Mickey inputs his data, the com¬ 
puter "processes” it. This is done by a 
microprocessor. A microprocessor is 
made up of two parts. The control unit 
manages the computer—it’s the boss. 
The control unit tells the arithmetic 
logic unit— whew!—how to process 
the data. 

How is data processed? First, the com¬ 
puter is an electronic machine. So the 
microprocessor translates your data into 
electronic signals that the computer can 
understand and use The microprocessor 
itself is a chip of silicon with tiny 
switches inside of it. The switches are 
like the light switches in your home. 
They have on-and-off patterns or signals. 
It’s like sending a message in code. 
Imagine signaling a friend by rapidly 
flashing a lamp on and off. (Ships at sea 


still use lamps in this manner to signal 
one another.) 

Once the information has been trans¬ 
lated, the computer can use the data and 
even store it in its memory. There are two 
kinds of memory. Read Only Mem¬ 
ory—ROM— is built right into the 
machine. The other kind of memory is 
Random Access Memory—RAM for 
short. RAM is data that the computer 
handles and remembers when it’s in use 
If Mickey were to turn off his computer, 
it would forget anything in its RAM— 
the data has been "erased” from its 
memory bank. 

What happens after Mickey has input¬ 
ted his information and the computer 
has processed it? He needs to get the in¬ 
formation out of the computer. That’s 
called output. 

You may have noticed the TV set that’s 
part of Mickey’s computer. It’s called a 
monitor. The computer takes the 
processed data out of the machine and 
puts it on the TV screen in a form Mickey 
can understand and use—or even change 
through inputting new data on his key¬ 
board. Another output device is a 
printer. It’s a miniature printing press 
that prints the computer data on paper. 

That’s the nuts and bolts of hard¬ 
ware. In our next magazine, well explore 
software—how programs run a com¬ 
puter. But first, let’s take a look at some 
neat software available in stores.

She 
starred with Jack Lem¬ 
mon in “That’s Life,” 
a tragicomedy directed 
by her husband, Blake 
Edwards. In November 
she’s in “Duet for One,” 
from Cannon Films. 

Dick Van Dyke (Bert 
in “Mary Poppins”) re¬ 
turned to television this 
season as a guest star in the new NBC 
series “Matlock.” The series stars Andy 
Griffith, who made his screen debut in 
‘A Face in the Crowd” (check listings for 
times). Van Dyke played a murderous 
judge who attempted to have a young 
man unfairly convicted. About his ab¬ 
sence from films and television, Van 
Dyke, a passionate sailor, observed that 
he’s been content to spend his time in 
California’s Newport Beach, where he 
docks his sloop. “I vegetate well,” he 
explains.

T wo stars from The Disney Channel 
Premiere Film “Down the Long Hills” 
are currently appearing on TV series. 
Bruce Boxleitner, the film’s leading 
man, continues his role as the “Scare¬ 
crow” of “Scarecrow and Mrs. King.” Jack 
Elam, the crusty old mountain man 
Squires in “Down the Long Hills,” is the 
co-star of “Easy Street,” the new NBC se¬ 
ries. Elam portrays an old hobo who 
comes to live in co-star Loni Anderson’s 
Beverly Hills mansion. 

Louis L’Amour, the best-selling living 
American novelist and the author of 
“Down the Long Hills,” is currently at 
work on his 96th book. 

Today L’Amour’s favorite 
retreat for writing is his 
1,000 acre ranch near 
Durango, Colorado. 

“It’s not a working 
ranch,” L’Amour ex¬ 
plains. “It’s actually a re¬ 
search center. We live in a 
cabin that was built in 
1881, which my wife has 
fixed up. Seven men were 
killed in that cabin/four 
of them by Utes. We 
found bullets embedded 
in the walls.” 

With his total output of 
books standing just five 
shy of the century mark, 

“Disney Beat” asked 
L’Amour if his output 
would reach 100 novels. 

“Oh goodness, yes, I 
hope so,” he said. “I cur¬ 
rently have 34 stories in 
my head. I’m not saying 
that I’m writing all of them. Often a book 
begins as an idea, and it stays there until 
it begins to boil. I spent 30 years collect¬ 
ing material and thinking about my last 
novel, ‘The Last of the Breed.’ ” 

There’s even a prospective note for 
fans of L’Amour’s Westerns, especially 
“Down the Long Hills”: “IVe been thinking 
of writing a sequel to ‘Down the Long 
Hills,’ ” he admits.
